Approximately 3S0 Princeton men 
are now serving in Fhince or other 
points In Europe. These figures are 

as exact as can be obtained since the 
LTnlverslty has had great difficulty 
In getting Informallon concerning 
miiny of the graduates. Of tMa total 
about 200 are graduates, and the re 
mnliiiiig 130 are professor^ and under 
graduates. 

The ambulance service has at 
traded more University men than 
any other branch, 167 Princeton men 
now being enrolled. Half of this num- 
ber Is drawn from the undergraduate 
body, while the remaining half are 
graduates. The present .lunlor Class 
leads with 40 men enrolled In this ser- 
vice, followed closely by ISIS with 29 
men and 1920 is third witti a total of 
22.

At 9 o'clock the class met on the 
stairs of the Redpath Museum, where 
Dr. Adams made a few remarks about' 
the geological changes that {ook place 
on (his part of the continent. 

Thence the class and It's mascot. 
Dr. Adams' fampusMittle dog, went 
up MacTavish Street to the reservoir, 
where the Dean gave a little talk 
about the limestone that underlies 
this part of the continent. The clas.i 
then walked along Pine Avenue to 
Peel .Street, where a very interesting 
lecture was given by Dr. Adams. 

As soon as we reached this spot, two 
mounted policemen raced up, to .lee 
what meant this remarkable gather- 
ing, armed with such vicious-looking 
tomahawks. After suspiciously look- 
ing us over, they galloped on, but. a 
minute later, along came another 
policeman, who watched us for five 
minutes, then wearily drawing his 
hand across hia brow, he sadly plod- 
ded on. 

The party, then turning north, 
crossed a tew fields, and came upon 
the road, which leads to the Peel St. 
slalr.s. We walked along this road 
for some distance, . Dr. Adams ex- 
plaining the formation of the 'moun- 
tain, Its various activities, the ef- 
fects upon the layers of rock, and the 
composition of the various rocks we 
saw, alongside the road. He drew 
our attention to a rock, known as the 
8|tlnk rock, which, when struck hard 
with a hammer, gives a very fetid 
odour. . - 

We then climbed the side of the 
mountain, with much difficulty. On 
arriving at the top, we observed a 
heap of rocks. These Dr. Adams de- 
scribed, and told us to collect some 
specimens. Nearby was an artesian 
well, which supplied the horse troughs 
below. This well was covered with a 
cement covering. With great avidity,, 
which is characteristic of the bud- 
ding female geologist, several the 
({. V. C. students tried to gather 
jpcdmens of this remarkable forma- 
tion, and succeeded only in taking the 
nickle plate off their hammers. 

After leaving this, wo came to the 
look-outt where an official photo- 
grapher took a picture of a love 
scene. Having seen numerous police- 
men on our way up, a civil engineer- 
ing student asked one of the instruc- 
tors accompanying the e.vcurslon^ why 
there were so many policemen about, 
and If It was on account of t)\e war. 
The Instructor answered that there 
would be terrible doings if the police- 
men were not about. 

After cor.si!?. ! .•.>;« go-ssip among the 
.adies, the party once mora got un- 
Jor way, this time for a pleasant 
meander among the tombstones. It 
xas remarkable that here the mas- 
:ot seemed to bo enjoying himself im- 
mensely. It was a great temptation 
here for the amateur geologists 
to use their little hammers once more 
and sample the hardness and pro- 
perties of the various tombstones. Af- 
ter examiniher the decay of rock in 
one of the outcrops, the party then 
proceeded down a slope, which rivall- 
ed the Matterhorn In its steepness, 
danger. Interest and slippery paths. 
Here the haughty R. V. C.'s, aban- 
doning their air of superiority, con- 
descended to allow the Science men 
to literally "lend them a hand." 

On reaching the bottom of the hill 
the world-famous Forsythe Quarries 
were examined (with care), and the 
party returned en masse to civiliza- 
tion. .

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That the war with Germany should awaken in the popular mind 
__ aversiôn to anythi;ig connected even in the most impersonal way 
with Germany and the German people is only to be expected. Neither 
is it astonishing that instruction in the Teutonic language has fallen 
off to a very marked degree. ,It is only natural that an aversion such 
as the American people have conceived toward the Outlaw Nation 
should manifest itself in slighting anything which even most faintly 
recalls to them the barbarities of which we have lately heard so 
much. 

These facts, too, are clear : that the German language, as a 
means of everyday communication in America, is a powerful deter- 
rent to the forces of naturalization, and that its teaching, as such, 
constitutes an actual menacé: t& civilization. Since high school Ger- 
man seldom attempts to give more than a certain familiarity with the 
•actual forms of speech, which in turn aid somewhat in perpetuatmg 
the use of the German tongue, there seems to be little cause for ivor- 
ry in the fact that these secondary classes are poorly attended. 

But collegiate German is, or should be, of a very different grade 
from that which the high school teaches. People who go, to college 
should be capable of getting more out of a language than a mere 
parrot-like proficiency in its use. They should be able to absorb 
to an appreciable degree the wisdom and ideals which luck decrees 
to be expressed alone in thât'paipticular tongue. And to deny that 
the German language contains gems of some of the world's most 
genuine culture is. a piece of folly that could be bom of only one 
thing, ignorance. 

; Why, then, should students who are expected to be capable of 
selecting the worthy from the unworthy, and real policies of pat- 
riotfam from the unreasoning passion of the mob show such a reluct- 
ance to test the real worth of German literature? Why should they 
waste their time in college on a mere high school smattering of Hie 
language, which does more harm than good, and then stop, just 
when the* fruits of their elementary courses arc ripening before 
themt It seems hardly sensible— hardly sane. Yet that this situa- 
tion holds true at our university, present partial registration figures 
give scarcely à chance to doubt. 

"Take a good dose or none at all" seems to be. the approved 
modem idea of German language inttiraction.— Minnesota Daily.

The "Leave Train" was due to 
sUrt in halt an hour, and the plat- 
form- ot the London terminus was 
crowded, ioavlng secured my seat, I 
amhsfd myself by watching the scene 
around me.

It appeart : that this 
was the first time she had been across 
and that she was an "assistant admin- 
istrator," i.e., the lowest of -the su- 
perior grades. "I felt such a fool In 
khaki for the first week or two," she 
confided, "but now I begin to see that 
it has Its uses. It explains who you 
are and what your business Is, and 
certainly makes things easier for the 
officials, while It would be difficult 
to deal with large numbers of .:glrls 
If you .were not in a recognized uni- 
form of some sort," 

On arrival at the harbor station 
the girls were quickly form^ ur 
again on the platform, and, each car- 
rying her own. luggage, were marcheiJ 
on to the boat. A large body of troops 
were waiting to embark after them 
and these greeted the-glrls with grea) 
enthusiasm. A part of the lower deck 
was set aside for them during the 
crossing, and the transport offlcen- 
sçemed aniflous to consider their com- 
fort In every way. 

Later on I wob Joined by the as 
alstant administrator on the. upper 
deck. She explained to me that one 
of her^dinicultles was that, according 
to the rulas of the corps, no woman

,Vo subsequently had 'tea together, 
md she told me that her responsl- 
lllty ended on reaching France, as 
he boat would be met by the area 
ontroUer. the chief representative of 
he W. A. A. C, attached to'tho base 
itadquarters, and her assistants. An 
irea controller, I gathered, had to be 
ddressed us "Ma'am," and treated 
vith great respect. There were" other 
till more important people In the 
ackground, but an assistant odmln- 
strator would not be likely to en- 
ounter them. On arrival the girls 
jvere all to be marched to the Pasa- 
ng Through Hostel, where they would 
lave a meal, and where those who 
ould not be sent on at once to their 
lestlnatlon would remain for the 
light, sleeping on mattresses on the 
floor "Just like Tommies." There 
jirere also permanent hostels at each 
laso where the girls at regular work 
here are most comfortably housed 
ind looked after by their own admin- 
strators. 

Ashore, I saw the girls smartly 
Irawn up on the quay, and my friend 
he assistant . administrator standing 
it attention before a woman officer, 
0 whom she was apparently making 
ler report. Two others were exam- 
nlng tickets, while a fourth was call- 
hg over the girls' names and check- 
ing a list. 

Next day. on getting Into the tram 
he first person I saw was the assist- 
ant administrator. She hailed me with 
.nthiislasm. "I am going on to the 
erminùs," she said, "a lot of our 
Iris are employed near there; there 
ire two hostels with a couple of hun 
ired in each, and I want to have a 
bok at them before I go bacfc to-night. 

learnt that the draft she had 
rought out had all been dispatched 
0 their various posts. Some were 
;ardenerB, who had . enrolled In order 
o help In the soMlers" cemeteries, 
vhlch we and our Alliés are working

Many people think of the British 
Museum as a gloomy place, Instruo-- 
tlve, no doubt, but dull and untnter; 
estlng; a place whose very name calls 
up memories of, long, weary walks 
through endless galleries, and of cases 
filled with illegible manuscripts and 
duaty antiquities. 

The great museum, therefore, is of' 
ton neglected, or left to foreign visi- 
tors, and yet — It we know how and 
where to look for them — It Is full of 
romance and beauty, and contains 
some of the strangest historical relics 
and the finest statues In the whole 
world. • 

In most of our other London col- 
lections, we find the artistic work of 
the last 10 centuries, writes A. A. 
.Menthley, In "A Child's Guide to Lon 
don," but the British Museum takes 
us far back, behind the Christian era, 
and ^shows us not only "The glory 
that' was Greece and the splendor 
that was Rome," but the crafts and 
histories of older nations and civili 
zations. 

We see the wonders of Egypt and of 
Babylon, the images and ornaments 
from Ancient Peru and Mexico, and 
stranger still, the uncouth relics o: 
prehistoric times, when men scratch 
ed qutllnes of, mammoths on bones or 
on the rough walls of their cave, 
dwellings, and when literature had it: 
beginnings In stories of ... .ad 
venture that were told over camp fires 
and In the crooning lullabies will 
which the skin-clad mothers of th( 
stone .age hushed their babies to 
sleep. 

The prehistoric antiquities ot tht 
British; Museum, are exhibited in the 
hall at the ttfp^^oMhe principal ^stairt 
case, and .heresy^aSj/f"** the fitn. 
weapons ' which ,^[n«^fHe earliest t^cg 
of all. . '' ^ 

To the sanie period belong , . some 
curloiiB pictures drawn on piec<M^o| 
bone, and also . Ivory .and horn rjiag 
ger-handles, carved Into rough like 
nesses of deer and other animals. 
. . 

The Stone Age was followed h) 
the Bronze and Iron Periods, and 
relics ot these different times ar* n- 

hlblted here. 

We now go Into the first Bgyptlan 
Room. ... In the far-off days 

when Italy and Greece were unknowr 
lands, inhabited by savage tribes 
'lîgypt was the country of a peopii 
skilled In . . . agriculture and Ir 



students. 

This problem of knowledge brings 
us to an interesting matter. As Kick- 
some once .elucidated, sensation is at 
the bottom of all knowledge. Apply- 
ing this formula to his honourable 
personage, we can ■ arrive at various 
conclusions. The other day I asked a 
Soph, what he thought of the Fresh - 
les. With a knowing look In his eyes, 
he responded: "Oh! A Freshlc, in- 
deed is some sensation." Ergo, we 
must conclude that he Is at the "bot- 
tom" of all knowledge. 
, But let us not speak ot that which 
the notorious personage lacks most. 
Looking at another definition of philo- 
sophy we find, as All's Well has in- 
dicated, that philosophy is the science 
of the "summum bonum." Now. what 
ùjdea thé concept good convey to your 
cerebral centres. To some people It 
brings the Impreaaion'of innocence. If 
that bo so. then a philosophical study 
of a Freshman la In order — very much 
so. Taking the alternative transla- 
tion of "summum." I.e.. topmoal, dif- 
ficulties are again encountered. Top- 
most, If one look anatomically Into 
tho' matter,' rsfers to that part of the 
body '"which is situated on the neck, 
and A known' In technical language 
oa the cranium. At this Juncture we 
return for some advice from our an- 
cestors. A wise sage onco said the 
following: ("A Frcshie is not too bad 
from the neck down, but from the 
neck up (I.e.. ,^ cranium), he Is all 
wrong.'.' This again leads us into dif- 
ficulties,- for 'If a Freshman has not 
the quality of "topmpAt" good, he can 
not be studied philosophically. Dither 
our definition is wrong, or the Fresttie 
Is wrong.' Possibly there is something 
the matter both; with philosophy and 
the Freshman. 

Looking back at the heading again, 
you can notice (probably to your dis- 
may), the word Freshman. Calling the 
philologists to our aid It will be dis- 
covered that the word consists of 
two component parts, (1) man and (2) 
fresh. Some people doubt the Jus- 
tice of the former contponent, but see- 
ing that there is no other category 
to place him in. he must be placed un- 
fortunately In the above Indicated 
lofty position. But let him not grow 
stout of heart on that ' account. If 
there is some doubt as to the effi- 
cacy of the first term, there can be 
none aa to the virtue of this second 
component. In the first place "fresh" 
Is often aynonlmous with green, which 
in turn is sometimes the same as raw. 
How true of life is the epithet "fresh" 
aa applied to the object of our phllo- 
soplUcal study. 

No doubt your mind Just as mine 
Is now In a philosophical wliiil. which 
Is the same as saying, "We .are go- 
Ing crazy," yet they are such speci- 
mens that once you start paying at- 
tention to them the "philosophical 
whirl" results. 

To avoid any further danger it la 
but left to summarize and moralize 
this philosophy. It was pointed out 
that some of the qualities of the 
G'reshman ' lead to philosophical con- 
radlctlons, while others seem to sat- 
isfy the demands of the "summun 
bonum." Using phUosophlcal language, 
Freshle both Is ayd la not. It all 
lepends on the way you look at him. 
This Is similar, to an Illusion which 
)sychology explains by your change of 
jutlook. indeed. In looking at a 
.i-reshman one can not help but change 
•lis look. YbVi"have 'got to "look out."

,io. and In the curious picture lan- 
jiiaBC called hieroglyphic. It Is this 
'tone that has enabled the books and 
nscrlptlons of Ancient Egypt to be 
ieclphered — the well-known Greek 
;crving as a key to unravel thW mys- 
erles of the two. other languages. , 

We go on to wilder countries, and 
see curious weapons and' canoes from 
.he South Sea Islands, Jade ornaments 
.rom New Zealand, and the feather- 
jd head-dresses and bead-trimmed 
iarments of Red Indian chiefs. 

There is a beautlfuIjDodel of a Jap- 
Miése house, iwith miniature furnl- 
ure. complete, and there are. hideous 
'dois from Central Africa, and the 
ledges, snow-shoes, and fur coats of 
he Esquimaux. 

It Is Impossible to describe all the 
;urlou8 things which are gathered to- 
;ether here, and there is still another 
iivlslon of the Museum to be visited, 
jvhlch, although left to the last, Is by 
no means the least Interesting part of 
the great collection. 

We go dowjwtalrs, cross the vestl- 
lule, andïfenî^the libraries, where 
:an be seen not only every description 
if printed book, but also the old manu- 
crlpts, with their wonderful hand- 
and Illuminated

MANY COUNTRIES COMPEL BOYS 
TO DRILL IN SCHOOL, s 



In connection With tlio wiir nnd the 
present military sitiiiUlon in the 
United States, It is Interestint' to note 
the various t^'pes of military training 
for boys of achool age in use in some 
of the leading nations of the world. 
Misstatements which constitute, this 
"lultlcle have been obtained by the 
Bureau of Kducation of the Depart- 
ment o( the Interior from the Am- 
bassador legations of the nations con- 
, cerned. 



The British Empire is divided be- 
tween compulsory and voluntary 
work. In Groat Britain military work 
for boys is strictly voluntary and is 
carried on by private agencies. In 
Australia military instruction Is- com- 
pulsory for all boys friom 12 to 18 
years, and In New Zealand for all 
over 14. Canada's military instruction 
for boys is carried on In a voluntary 
cadet corps. . 

In Prance military instruction with- 
out arma is prescribed in the nlemen- 
tary and higher schools for those be- 
tween the ages of nine arid 13. There 



Is niso rifle practice for those over 
ten years, \vlth specially trained In- 
structors. Stronif organlzatloiiH car- 
ry on the work of military prepara- 
tion utnong the older boys. 

Gymnattict in Switzerland. - 

Volunt(fry organizations of older 
public school pupils , and students of 
secondary schools carry on the work 
of military instruction in Germany. 
Decrees Issued during the war pro- 
vide for preparatory military training 
of all boys of 16 years of age.

secondary and higher schools. There 
is optional rifle practice In the last 
two years of secondary school in Aus- 
tria , and in many distric'ts ' In Hun- 
gar}', military instruction is obliga- 
tory; 

Instruction in military gymnastics 
In elementary schools Is obligatory In 
Swilzeriimd. Tliere Is voluntary rifle 
practice and mllltury drill, both with 
and without arms. 

Compulsory rifle practice is given 
In public secondary schools in Swe- 
den for boys from 15 to 18 years of 
age. ' In Norway' there' Is merely vol- 
untary rifle practice. 

"National Collages" in Italy. 

In Italy, military training Is given 
as an obligatory subje'ct In the "na- 
tional' colleges." Private agencies 
provide for simple military drill for 
younger boys. In Rtissia there are 
prescribed military gymnastics in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. 
Military training in the Netherlands 
Is given in voluntary organizations 
for boys over 15 years. Military i gym- 
nastics Is obligatory in Japan in ele- 
m'chtam secondary ''and normal 
schools. 

Many more examples might be 
stated, but these few representative 
ones are sufficient to show how wide- 
ly nations differ on the question of 
school boy military training. For in- 
stance, out 'of the 14 nation.<3 taken, 
8 have compulsory training in some 
form or other and the Instruction for 
the rest is purely voluntary.

PARIS, France. — The Municipal 
Council of Paris has offered a piece 
of ground to the Universities of the 
United States for the purpose of 
building upon it a "Maison des Etu- 
diants Américains." This ground mea- 
sures about a thousand square me 
ters, and is situated in the Champ-de 
Mars. It seems likely that the work 
of building this new edifice, which 
is destined, in no small meaAire, to 
increase the ties of intimacy between 
the two countries, may be commenc- 
ed very shortly, a circumstance which 
is largely due to the efforts of M. 
James Hyde, to whom the Idea of 
setting up this establishment first 
occurred, to Prof. Barrett Wendel, the 
president, and to Mr. Bliss, the sec- 
retary of the committee appointed in 
New York to receive subscriptions. 
Many handsome gifts to the funds 
have already been made. It is believ- 
ed that soon the American students 
In Paris, who Increase in number 
every year, and return to their own 
country full of admiration, sympathy 
and deep and active friendship for 
France, will have a fine, and exten- 
sive habitation of their own in Paris, 
fitted up and managed in the most 
modern style where they will be en- 
tirely at home. The Parisian com- 
munity is Itself very pleased with the 
Idea.

Walking into the cool, au- 
tumn-draped halls of the woods after 
nuts was once, a Joy. Gettinjj che|t- 
nut burrs Into knees and fingers used 
to be as regular a thing as shocking 
the com. It was as common to be 
storing away the nuts as it Is this year 
to be salting down the potatoes. Eith- 
er alone or with company, the nutting 
season was une lu look forward to 
witli animation and pleasure. But now 
it is no more lively than leaves In the 
mud at the bottom of the brook. All 
is off on the nutting proposition. Ex- 
cept hazelnuts. ' There are any quan- 
I lity of hazelnuts, if you only know 
[ where to find them — and you can get 
there ahead of the squirrels.
